Overthrow 
- Stalin’s | 
Regime 
Prescription For 


Avoiding War. 
Washington, Sept. 1. 

A former Soviet diplo- 
mat, Igor Bogolepov, who 
deserted the Red Army in 
World War I], said today 
that World War III could be 
avoided by the violent over- 
throw of Josef Stalin’s re- 
gime. 

But, he sald, setting off this 
revolution against the Com- 
munlst dictator was in -Amcri- 
can rather than Russian hands, 

“I belleyve that ig the policy 
of the American government 
would encourage the Russian 
people to overthrow the regime 
of Stalin and assist them to do 
so, then there would be a 
revolution of liberation in my 
country .and you would not 
have to fight a big, bloody war,” 
said Bogolepoy in a copyrighted 
interview in the magazine 
United States News and World 
Report, . 

Bogolepov was in the Soviet 
diplomatic service from 1933 to 
1941, He said he was on anti- 
Communist who joined the 
Party in an effort to bore from 
nithin. During World War II 
he was a colonel on the Army 
Gencral Staff and- deserted to 
the. Germans because he hoped 
they would-help rid Russla of 
the “Communist oppressors", 

WRONG POLICY 

Bagolepov, who now lives in 
the United States, sald American 
policy now encouraged the 
Stalin regime and he cited the 
sending of official greetings to 
Stalin on his birthdny. He sald 
the Russlan people were more 
likely lo believe propaganda 
against the United States than 
they had been against Nazi 
Germany. : 

He suid the Russian secret 
police committed the first 
atrovithes_ against Russlan__ vill- 
nges in World” War’ IT" and 
then blumed them on the Nazis 
to cause hate against the Ger- 
mans. : 

“Tsay this not to protect 
German atrocities," said Bogolc- 
pov. “The Germans were cager 
to commit them in Russia and 
soon they made wypnecessary | 
any further provocation by the 
Sovict secret police.” 

But, he said, the Russian 
people now remembered these 
atrocities and for this renson 50 
per cent were not quite certaln 
whether to believe that propa- 
ganda ogninst the United States 
was correct. 

Bogolepov cstimated there 
were five to six million mem~- 
bers of the Communist Party 
in Russia but only about two 
million were “real Communists”, 
The others, he sald, joined to 
get better jobs and bdetter living 
through Party membership.—.

TRYGVE LIES 
REPORT TO UN 
Makes Survey Of 


United Nations, Sept. 1. 
Support for a status quo armistice in Korea 
is revealed by Mr Trygve Lie, Secretary-General 


of the United Nations, in his annual‘report to the. 


General Assembly published today. 

He-wrote: “If an armistice should be con- 
cluded in Korea on the basis of approximately the 
present battle line, available evidence ‘indicates 
that public opinion in the majority of member 
states would welcome it: with enthusiasm, and 
much of the present anxiety and disillusionment 
would disappear.” : 

- Such’ a development would strengthen public 
confidence in the United Nations as an instrument 
of collective security in general, he said.

Viborzicts factory In Leningrad, 
The factory . was using a little 
over one ton of sdap a quarter, 
it said. Then, its! consumption 
tose to 19 tons.

Labour conditions at home showed a very bright feature, however, last week 

when over 20,000 employees at the Austin motor car works at Longbridge, Birming-
